Polly’s Problem 


DEAR PO LLY — I have a problem with my monthly 
CLIM BING roses. They grow well, bloom in the spring and that is 
the end of it All my other roses bloom every month I take very 
good care of them all and feed them every six weeks. Can you ex­ 
plain this?—SK IPP Y 


D EAR S K iP P Y — From what I have been able to learn (I am 
not an expert gardener) the shoots on climbing roses originate 
from the branches rather than the base. They may be pruned by 
shortening strong shoots during the growing season to keep them 
within bounds. Such roses must be planted where there is suf­ 
ficient room for them to develop properly. If they are drastically 
cut back every year the result is fewer blooms. Old wornout 
branches are removed in the spring and that is the only pruning 
usually required by less vigorous plants. Perhaps some who have 
great success with climbing roses will send us further ad­ 
vice.—POLLY.
